Fifty Men Attempt To Storm Jad at Shawneetown. 
To Lynch Negro Accused of Attempting To 
~~ Assault a White Woman. 


Shawneetown, Ills., September 1.—A mob 
of fifty masked men entered the jail here 
early this morning and demanded that 
Jallor Galloway turn over to them John 
Griffin, colored, who was under arrest for 
an attempted assault on Mrs. Joseph 
Hobbs, a white woman, near her own 
home. Griffin had been frightened away 
by the woman’s screams and had been 
arrested a. short while afterwards. 

When the mob demanded that Jailer 
Galloway tygrn the negro over to them, 
Galloway + ie himself and after rea- 
soning with the men from the jail door,

he warned them that an effort to force 
the jail would be at their own peril. The 
mob, in spite of the jailer’s words, made 
several ineffectual attempts to break 
down the jail door, finally . dispersing 
about daylight. 

Many of the colored people are taking 
sides with Grffin, though some of them 
have, in fear of a rgce riot, left fhe 
town, 

No trouble has followed the visit of the 
moh to the jail this morning, but prepara- 
tions are making to take the negro to 
Carmix for safe keeping.

Cleveland, Ohio, August 26, 1903.— 
“Senator Hanna directs me tu ac-

Consequently 
there is no such measure pending 
now and I wish to say also that 
the seriator has authorized no One 
to act as his agent in an effort 
to further the passage of this 
measure. and any representations 
of that kind are absolutely without

" tionable Resorts 


Mayor Smith Anticipated Wishes of 
Citizens and Action of Counsel 
’ in Instructions to Police. 
Counsel Has Usual 
Busy Session,

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., September 1.—(Special.)—The 
moral wave now sweeping over Macon 
was accentuated in its flow Spnight dur- 
ing the session of the board ‘of alder- 
men by legislating out of existence a 
questionable resort on Ocmulgee street, 
near Fifth. 

For years past the house maintained 
at this place has ‘been under the ban of 
the law, and since the present tide of 
reformation has’ been moving, has at- 
tracted considerable attention, Some days 
ago, during the Pierce-Freeman investi- 
gation, some reference was made to this 
hcuse and its character. 

Within forty-eight hours a movement 
for its abolition had been begun. Al- 
derman D’Amour took an active part in 
the work and within a short time a 
petition asking for the abatement of the 
Place carried something Hke. one hundred 
names, the Hon. Ben L. Jones, mem- 
ber of the board, being the first signer. 

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of Mayor Smith, who Instructed 
Chief of Police Murphy to order the 
woman to leave town within five days. 

Tonight the entire matter was brought 
up during the session of the board, the 
petition asking for the abatement being 
the initiative step. Alderman Redmond 
Suggested that as Alderman D’Armour 
bad sworn out a warrant against the 
woman for vagrancy that he be heard. 
Alderman D’Amour said: 

-~ Want the strong arm of the law, 
state as well ag municipal, brought to 
bear upon this situation. For two years 
efforts have been made to close up the 
place, but without sucdess. I think the 
city is. strong enough to clean it out. I 
do not. believe in making wer on all of 
this class of unfortunates, but the re- 
sorts in this locality are a shame and &a& 
disgrace to the city of Macon. Respecta- 
ble people are compelled to pass these 
buildings,, and it is not always pleas- 
ant.”’ 

“If the mayor wi.) Instruct the chief of 
police,”” said Aldeman Jones, ‘“‘to break 
up this place, it will be done. I can 
bear testimony that it is one of the 
toughest joints in the city.” 

Mayor Smith, at the conclusion of the 
argument, informed the board that the 
matter had been brought to his atten- 
tion during the Pierce-Freeman inves- 
tigation a few nights ago, at which the 
woman was a witness, and that he had 
at once notified the chief of poiice to 
move the woman within the five days the 
law allows. 

That action of the mayor was taken 
preyious to the drafting of the petition 
or the warrants secured by Alderman 
D’ Armour. “

Civil Service . Commission

The United States civil service com- 
mission will hold a number of examina- 
tions in the near future for applicants in 
a number of branches of government 
work. These are special examinations 
given for the purpose of obtaining skilled 
labor in different lipes of work, and as 
the pay is excellent there will probably 
be many applicants. 

The most important examination will 
be the one held for stenographers and 
typewriters. The commission reports a 
continual demand for competent male 
stenographers and typewriters for the 
government service, and these examina- 
tions will be held to fill vacancies as 
they ocectir in the federal service. Many 
of the men appointed will be stationed 
in Washington, where the service is con- 
sidered very attractive. The entrance sal- 
ary will range from $840 to $1,200 a year, : 
while there are a large number of young 
men wanted for service in the Philip- 
pines, where the pay ranges from $1,200 tu 
$1,400 a year. All applicants must wrife 
a‘ least thirty-five words a minute in 
typewriting and eighty words a minute 
in stenography. This examination will oc- 
cur on October 5. 

An examination for veterinarians will 
be held on ‘September 16; and on the 
same date one for civil engineérs and’ 
superintendent of construction. During 
October examinations. will occur for es- 
timate clerks and computers, jacket writ- 
ers, proof readers and revisers, composi- 
tors, linotype operators, book binders, 
pressmon, electrotypers, photo engravers, 
electricians, engineers, machinists assist- 
ant steam engineers, civil engineers and 
nautical experts.

He noticed the cars slipping down 
the grade and he called attention of a 
ccnductor to the fact shortly before & 
O'clock. 

Prosecutor Riker asked why 
Spoken to the conductor. 

“Because the cars threatened to g0 
through the gates,’’ was the reply. 

Oscar Barcliffe, the engineer of the pas- 
Senger train, who was crushed in his cab 
in the collision and was unconscious in 
the hospital for several weeks after the 
accident. was a witness today. He is still 
@pparently an inyalid, and when he took 
the stand shook as if afflicted with palsy. 

Barcliffe testified that on the morning 
of the accident the snow had interfered 
with the working of the brake by getting

and stopping the friction. He said he 
saw the ill-fated trolley car approach the 
crossing when he was about 150 feet away. 
He realized from the excited actions of 
the children on the platform that the 
car was not going to stop, and he ap- 
nlied the emergency brake, but too lade 
to avoid a collision.

“The offense has been notorious in the 
community and these criminals should 
nave long since been inmates of the 
penitentiary That good people gurround- 
ing them allowed a persistence’ in this 
evil doing has focused on the whole state 
the attention ef malevolent critics. 

“These several farmer-contractors had 
helpers in complaisant justices and con- 
stables.

Great interest 
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Hospital Committee Head from 
Truslees and. Physicians; 


Continuation of the Pay Department 
of the Hospital Was Strongly . 
Favored, Very Little Ar- 
gument Being Made 
Against It. 


The hospital and charities committee of 
the city council met at the Grady hos- 
pital last night and heard the views of 
the trustees and medical men of that 
institution in regard: to ,the proposed 
abolition of the pay department there. 

Some of the hospita] authorities were 
in favor of abolishing the pald wards; 
others contended that by so doing the 
people of Atlanta would be deprived of 
One Of their most valuable privileges. 

Those who were present were the com- 
mittee, composed of Councilmen Lon- 
gino chairman, Key and Pierce; the mem- 
bers of the board of trustees; Trustees 
R. A. Hemphill, R. F. Maddox, A. W. 
Martin and George S. Lowndes, and the 
Members of the medical staff of the hos- 
pital, Drs. Ernest, Baird, Elkin, Noble 
and Hardin. ‘All of the truStees and 
medical staff were not present. 

Chairman Longino read the resolution 
of Councilman Warren, seeking to abol- 
ish pay wards at the hospital and an- 
nounced that the committee, having this 


resolution under consideration, had met 


to gather information in regard to the 
use or misuse of the pay system as the 
case might be. 

Letter from Captain Lowry. 

A letter from Trustee R. J. Lowry Was 
first read. Colonel Lowry strongly ad- 
vocated the retention of the pay depart- 
ment of the hospital, saying, that by 
destroying it the public in Atlanta would 
be deprived of a great hospital privilege 
without partecumaety benefiting anybody 
or anything. 

Trustee Martin then spoke. He called 
attention to the appropriation for the 
hospital, saying it was smaller now than 
in the past, though the city and the 
work of the hospital had both grown 
materially, 

“If you cut off the pay wards then 
these people who now contribute to the 
support of the hospital would simply 
come in free and the hospital would be 
a loser by that much without the public 
or the city gaining at all,”’ said he. 

Superintendent Brewster stated that it 
cost just as much to care for a pauper 
patient as for a pald patient. 

Councilman Longino at this point said: 
“There ig a great deal of complaint among 
the physicians ‘of the ‘city: who claim 
that they are dtscriminated against In 
favor of the hospital medical staff in 
this institution. The hospital, they say. 
is a competitor of their& in business and 
takes money and business away from 
them. One reputable: doctor told me 
that when he co'ldn’t get a patient into 
the hospital if he associated a member 
of the hospital staff with him in the 
case the patient entered the hospital 
within 24 hours. The trouble is that 
this institution being partly on the pay 
system and partly charitable the fact 
that it fs a part pav institution operates 
as a disguise for many who come here 
and get free treatment when they 4are 
able to pav, and who would not come 
if the people who saw them enter knew 
that they were charity patients. 

“This ought to be made purely 
emergency and charitable hospital.’’ 

Dr. Baird spoke in defense of the paid 
wards, declaring that if thev were dme 
away with the St. Joseph's infirmary 
would be the only hiepital in Atlanta 
filling the place now occ'ipied by both 
that institution and the Grady hospital 
and the kind of an institution that the 
people want and need. 

Trustee Maddox deciared that § the 
trouble was council had never appro- 
priated enough money to properly run the 
hospital and that the pay system was not 
Only good, but really a necessity. 

The McWhirter Affair. 

The McWhirter affair. was brought up 
by Councilman Key, who asked Dr. 
Brewster what of an arrangement 
the hospital had with the railroads. . Dr. 
Brewster replied that the hospitals head 
a contract to care for the persons sent 
them by the railroads and place them In 
separate rooms, though the patients were 
under the care of the railroad physicians 
and for this the hospital received $10 a 
week, or $5 less tian charged or- 
dinarily. 

“But the people who are sent to us 
by the railroad are not obliged to accept 
the treatment of a railroad physician un- 
less they so desire,’’ said Dr. Brewster, 
“and in the case of McWhirter he re- 
fused to accept any relief from our house 
physicians.”’ | 

Dr. Noble, of the medical board, sug- 
gested that patients be charged «4 unf- 
form rate of $15 a week and be required 
to pay the fees of the surgeon or phy- 
sician attending them; whether railroad 
cases or not. He also advised the eree- 
tion of another and better operating room 
at the hospital. 

Dr. Hardin declared himself as in favor 
of doing away with the paid wards alto- 
gether. Hfle said the city had no right 
to engage in any business competing 
with citizens. 

The committee after hearing these for- 
mai remarks held a~-general conversa- 
tion with the hospital authorities pres- 
ent, after which Councilman Key pro- 
posed a vote of confidence In the hos- 
pital trustees and medica] staff, 

“We had better not try to act on such 
a resolution just yet,” replied Councll- 
man Longino, and the matter was 
dropped. The committee appointed Fri- 
day evening as the time and the coun- 
cil committee room as the place for a 
hearing to be igiven the physicfans of the 
city. This was done at the request of 
Councilman Warren, author of the reso- 
lution, who stated that a number of 
medical men desired to address the com- 
mittee on the subject of abolishing the 
paid wards of the hospital.

Pathologists of the United 
States Are Asked for 
Aid. 


New York, September 1.—Menaced by a 
disease which has baffled the best medi- 
cal skilhof the island, the health depart- 
ment of Cuba has appealed to the authori- 
ties of Columbia university and Jefferson 
Medical college, of Philadelphia, for aid 
in determining ‘the nature of the disease. 
Most pathologists and bacteriologisis of 
those institutions are working in con- 
junction with the medica! authcritiec of 
the marine hospita] and public ‘health de- 
partment of the United States govern- 
ment in an effort to determine the pature 
of “the disease. 

The description of 


the disease furnished 
by the Cuban physicians show that it 
presents the worst symptoms of yellow 
tever, black fever and spotted fever. 

It is in death that the disease presents 
its most horribie phase. The victim's 
pulse rate rushes to 160. a heart beat 
Which is deemed almost impossible, by 
physicians of experience. The respiration 
counts .58. These organic’ disturbances, 
together with a temperature of 107 and 
WS do not cause instant death, but the 
high fever generated soon burns out life 

The disease always attacks persons 
who have suffered intermittent 
malarial fever.

The New York 
Suh seems to think that there is, and 
quotes the following provision of a 
law which was signed by President 
Roosevelt in February last: 


Section 3. That whenever the interstate 
commerce commission shal] have reason- 
able ground for belief that any common 
carrier is engaged in the carriage of 
pessengers or freight traffic between giv- 
em points at less than the published rates 
on file, or is committing any discrimina- 
ticns torbidden by. law, a petition. may 
be presented all such facts tothe 
circuit court of the United States sitting 
in equity having jurisdiction. 


This law further provides that it 
shall be the duty of the several dis- 
trict’ attorneys of the United States. 
whenever the attorney general shall 
direet, cither upon his own motion or 
upon the request of the interstate com- 
merce commission, to institute and 
prosecute such proceedings. 

The law of 1887, to which the act 
above quoted is supplementary, ap- 
plies to every railroad engaged in in- 
terstate traffic and describes the “‘un- 
just discrimination” at which it aims, 
as demanding or receiving a greater 
or lees sum for like service from one 
passenger than from another. It pro- 
vides for complete publicity of rates 
and fares, and punishes the accept- 
ance by the railway of a less sum, 
which would obviously include free 
transportation. Later acts provided 
exemptions in the case of clergymen, 
railway officials and “destitute and 
homeless” persons being transported 
by charitable societies; but there is 
no provision of the law which puts 
federal officials in any of these 
Classes, even that of destitutes. 

“It seems on general principles 
quite unlikely,” says this staunch or- 
gan of the republican party, “that 
congress; intended, when legislating 
against free passes, that interstate 
railways should be permitted to put 


‘federal officials into the relations with 


the railways implied by a transporting 
ot the olficials deadhead, with free bed 
and ooard, including champagne and 
Cigars. The siatute neither includes 
federal officials, by specific and apt 
designation, as entitled to free trans- 
portation, nor specially declares that 
they shall pay the same rate as unoffi- 
clal citizens; but’ the forbidding of 
discriminations and preferences does, 
undoubtedly, put the official and unof- 
ficial] on a par. The statute describes 
with great minuteness the persons 
who may have free passes, or reduced 
rates aS passengers, but does not em- 
brace fedegal officials.” 

lt is just possible, of course, that the 
present preSident may conceive himself 
properly exempted as a “clergyman,” 
in the light of his proneness to the de- 
livery of moral lectures upon the 
slightest provocation, but it is incon- 
céivable that even so astute a lawyer 
as Attorney General Knox could find 
any other possible loophoie under the 
strict ianguage of the law. 

It may be, however, that the presi- 
dent and his legal adviser may con- 
tend that the intent of the law is only 
to secure equality of rates; and equal- 
ity of service as between persons sim- 
ilarly situated. Under this contention 
Mr. Rocsevelt would have the right to 
accept courtesies from the railroad 
corporations .at no matier what cost, 
so long as the railroads stand ready 
to extend the same courtesies to any 
other man who happens to be perched 
upon exactly the same plane as him- 
self. It is not his fault, of course, 
that therd do not happen to be a 
number of presidents of the United 
States at this time; that is the fault 
of the construciors of this goverr 
ment.

Russia and M. Witte. 

When the returns are all in we may 
be able to know definitely whether 
the change in his official relations to 
the Russion government of M. Witte 
ie a promotion os a defeat. Just now 
the reports are so conflicting, howev- 
er, that it is impossible to determine 
what has happened at St. Petersburg. 

First it was announced that the ap- 
pointment of M. Witte as president of 
the committee of ministers meant his 
practical recognition as premeir; then 
followed the statement that this 
change meant in reality the shelving 
attained such 
prominence as the czar’s finance min- 
ister, the assertion being made that 
his new post was solely honorary and 
carried with it no power; then again 
it is stated that he remains finance 
minister and that the presidency of 
the committee of ministers is given 
him in recognition of his valuable ser- 
vices and the high regard of the sov- 
ereign, and that it is no mere empty 
honor. So it really looks as if it 
would taxe the official count to deter- 
mine whether M. Witte wins or losses. 

It will be the consensus of outside 
opinion at all familiar. with Russian 


or the diversion of his talents from 
the finance department would mean 
a decided joss tu Russia. M. Witte 
has proved pimself' worthy of rank 
with the great finance ministers of 
the world. He has had a most diffi- 
cult task in endeavoring to maintain 
the credit of his government in the 
face of great expenses and heavy out- 
lays for improvements of various 
kinds, but he has apparently won dis- 
tinguished success. 

‘Few people outside of Russia have 
any understanding of the internal pol- 
itics of the czar’s domain, but in a 
general way ihe outside world has 
come to look upon M. Witte as the 
head of a progressive party which has 
had to meet the bitter opposition of 
the reactionists, of whom M. De 
Plehwe, the minister of the interior,

Why Suppress the Facts. | 

‘Are misrepresentation and the sup- 
pression of facts a necessary: part of 
colonial administration? 

Itseems so. Although the censor- 
ship that prevailed during the mili- 
tary occupation and control of the 
Philippines. government was nominal- 
ly raised some time ago, the suspicion 
is strong that the end at which that 
ceasorsbip aimed has ever since been 
accomplished in different ways. Many 


‘press dispatches sent from Manila 


have, in the light of jater information, 
been recognized as having been 
shaped by official suggestion; and 
now comes evidence tending to show 
that the influence of the civil govern- 
ment is being constantly exerted to- 
ward seeing that only the “right sort” 
of matter is sent to the states. 

For instance, the following interest- 
ing and suggestive cricular note sent 
to division superintendents and 
teachers by Professor E. B. Bryan, 
general superintendent of schools in 
the Philippines: 


Dear Sir: Because of our great dis- 
tance from the States and the prevailing 


conditions here being different from cor- 


ditions there, it is very difficult for home 
people to correctly understand many 
things that we may be disposed to say to 
them in Ictters. They get a wrong im- 
pression, talk matters over very freely 
and frequently allow. letters to be pub- 
lished, thus multiplying the wrong im- 
pression many times: 

Recently I have had my attention called 
to two cases of this kind, which have 
resulted in great embarrassment to the 
authors of the letters and considerable 
annoyance to the civil commission and 
this office. Teachers are requested to 
exercise such carg as the situation de- 
mands, both in eir .statements and by 
special direction to correspondents, that 
all private communications shall be 
treated as such. Any misuse of matter 
sent to the states will be tréated as if 
authorized by the party sending It. 


Superintendent Bryan bas not yet 
reached the point where he deems it 
necessary to order that all letters 
written by schoe] teachers be submit- 


ter to him before being intrusted to 


the mails, but that must obviously be 
the next step unless the teachers 
cease writing of Philippine cenditions 
in any but the most flattering strain. 
Unless this is done, the poor teacher 
Stands ™@ immunept danger of the Joss 
of his or her official head. 

The sure way, apparently, for the 
teachers to win the favor of Superin- 
tendent Bryan and his superiors in 
the Philippines government is to burst 
forth, in the home letters, in glowing 
epcomiums over the fertility of the 
islands, their adaptability to American 
immigration, the blessing which 
American government is bringing to 
the people and the joy of the Filipinos 
at having our army and our civil gov- 
ernment established out there—that 
life in the islands is in every way 
ideal and inspiring and beautiful, both 
for the Americans who are there and 
for the natives who ought to want us, 
even if they have not yet realized it. 

General Wood was sent to Borneo 
to take lessons in colonial government 
from the British governor there: can 
it be possible that Superintendent 
Bryan has been over in China, which 
is close at hand, getting points of the 
Chinese methods of censorship?

The critical review of the Boer war 
by the British royal commission, just 
made public in London, leads to the

in South Africa.

ernment, the war office, with every: 
thing; Lord Wolseley said the faulé 
lay in the civilian secretaries having 
aj] the power, while the civilian secre.

ties.

There- 
fore it will remain the greatest manu- 
facturing center. But it must be some- 
thing more. It must be well governed. 
Its transportatior. system must be of 
the best. Its parks and other public con- 
veniences must be full. of charm. Its 
streets must be clean and kept in good 
repair. ' 

In short, Chicago must add to its at- 
tractions beauty and cleanliness and pub- 
lic comforts as rapidly as possible. Peo- 
ple must be induced to live here because 
they can get more for their money in 
the way of pleasure in living than they 
can elsewhere, not merely because they 
can make more money here than they 
could make if they went to some other 
city,

Civilization would benefit if 
the ifberty which they have construed as 
license were destroyed through the in- 
tervention of some power strong enough 
to guarantee order where disorger now 
prevails. The scandal of unpunished 
muderers sitting in high places now pre- 
sented at Belgrade would be unimagina- 
ble under, say. Austrian rule. and but for 
the semi-independence of Bulgaria the 
Ralkans might be a great deal less dan- 
gerously volcanic than they are today.

Berlin, September 1.—‘‘Who Is the gréat- 
est living German?’ Fear of lese majeste 
might prompt the naming of Emperor 
William, but @ more nearly correct an- 
0-40-6009 000-+009-0020+00006 
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PROFESSOR MOMMSEN, 
The grand old man of Germany, 
who is not afraid of the kaiser. 
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swer to that question would be “Theo- 
dor Mommsen’’—historian, teacher and 
free thinker—the fatherland’s grand old 
man. 

On November 30 of this year Mommsen 
will have Hved eighty-six years. They 
promise to find him hale and hearty, and 
with every prospect of rounding out a 
ripe four-score-and-ten. He has given way 
to younger men in literary and_ profes- 
soria] activity, but he continues in. unim- 
paireg possession of his marvelous mental 
equipment, while physically he defies the 
ravages which come with advancing 
years. Thin,’ silver hair falling to his 
very shoulders in graceful waves gives 
him the visage of a kindly patriarch, but 
the ideal is somewhat dispeiled when, in 
conversation, his eyes light up with the 
fire of vigor and enthusiasm as he warme 
to a subject in which his interest is keen. 

Mommesen has jhad opportunities galore 
for the preferment and fame that royalty 
can bestow, but titles and decorations 
have never tempted him. He has lived a 
democrat, he says, and wants to die one. 

Since the completion of his crowning 
work on the Roman laws, which has been 
translated into every modern language, 
Mommsen has confined his pen to bro- 
chures, letters and occasional afticles on 
current political topics. He is thoroughly 
alive to the big events of the day, at home 
and abroad, and prepared to lend a vigor- 


ous Voice in defense of cherished ideals. 


Many Englishmen hold him directly re- 
sponsible for the wave of Anglophobia 
which swept Germany like a tornado after 
the outbreak of the Boer war. A pro- 


found and consistent admirer of England. 
ithe English and English institutions, and 
‘a fluent English speaker, Mommsen as- 
| Sailed the British policy in South Africa 
fupon high moral grounds. 


His presenta- 
tion of the Boer case tn a geries of con- 
troversia! letters with the late Professor 
Max Muller. of Oxford, won millions of 
adherents for the Boer cause through- 
out the fatherland, 


After McKinley's death the old profes- 
sof cherished the hope that Roosevelt's 
Dutch ancestry would lead him to bring 
about American intervention in the 
Boers’ behalf. He said that “Since 1776 
the United States. which won their \inde- 
pendence with foreign aid, had owed the 
world 2 debt of honor which Roosevelt 
ought to discharge.” It was pointed out 
to the professor that the Boers had had 
the mora] sympathy of many of the 
American people from the start. 

“That may be,’ he replied, “but pla- 
tonic love never bore children.” 

In 1901 Profe&sor Mommsen again stirred 
the German people with an appeal fn be- 
half of university freedom, which he con- 
ceived to be endangered by the kKafser’s 
proposed appointment of a Catholic pro- 
fessor to the chair of history at the Uni- 
versity of Straesburg. He aitacked ths 
emperor's proposal merctless!y and ral- 
lied arovnd him such a distinguished ar- 
ray of gcholars. that the threatened in- 
novation at Strassburg was quietly aban- 
doned bv order from the highest quarter. 

Last year, just when the kaiser was 
traveling up and down the country de- 
nouncing the social democrats as abettors 
of murder and. enemies of the state, 
Mommser issued a brilliant manifesto 
hailing the socialists as .the one political 
party of Gtrmany entitled to respect and 
advocating that liberal thinkers flock to 
their standard. His appeal fell on deaf 
ears because German liberals are hope- 
lessly divided by factional strife. yet ths 
manifesto was a &triking proof of the 
historian’s personal courage and un- 
withering mental] power. 

Professor Mofmmsen has raised 2 family 
of fifteen children § and is surrounded by 
grandchildren by the dozen. He lives in 
extremely modest style in a big, old- 
fashioned stone residence in Charlotten- 
burg. the lovely western suburb of Ber- 
lin, and spends his days in the bosom of 
his expensive family, now and then 
producing an oracular sort of communi- 
cation for a favored periodical like Dr. 
Barth’s “Nation” or rearranging his in- 
yaluable collection of books, writings and 
memoirs. He has a keen sense of humor 
and frequently bespeaks sympathy for 
himself as an “orphan.” 

His name, still appears among the 
members of the faculty of the University 
of Berlin, but he holds no more lectures, 
only appearing at the gray old colege in 
{interden Linden in cap and gown on 
festive occasions like the inauguration of 


a new rector.

are yet to be heard from. It is believed 
that at least 500 of them will be taken up 
in this way. 

There are 2,000 available able bodied 
felony convicts in the state, and there is 
an active demand for every one of them. 
But with what the counties take there 
will remain only about 1,500 to be leased 
to individuals er to corpurations. Nat- 
urally with the supply so much short of 
the demand, it Is expected there will be 
active bidding for them. | 

The minimum price at which these con- 
victs can be leased, as fixed in the act 
passed at the recent session of the legis- 
lature, is $175 per annum. ‘The belief is 
expressed at the capitol, however, that 
the competition for them will carry the 
figure constderably above $200. It is said 
that lessees ‘of convicts can afford to pay 


$240 a year for them before it would be- 


come profitable to dispense with them and 
employ free labor. 

A® $200 each the 1,500 convicts to b? 
leased would bring the state annually 
$300,000. The expense of the penitentiary 
system is about $100,000 a year, 50 that 
the net profit would ‘be $200,000, all of 
which would go to the educational fund 
to be divided among the counties not 
using their convicts themselves, in pro- 
portion to school population. This would 
increase the educationa] fund -by more 
than $100,000, as it receives from this 
source now only about $85,000 a year. 

If there is anything like the spirited 
bidding that is predicted, however, the 
convicts will bring considerably more 
than these figures, probably something 
like a total of $350,000. At any rate the 
ecutlook is that the net fmcome to the 
state will be more than twice as much as 
it is under the present lease, and that 
too, with about one-fourth of th3 con- 
victs employed by the counties them- 


selves.

Age of Famous Old Ne- 
gro Was Reported To 
Be 117 Years. 


“Old Uncle Andy’? Montgomery, the 
oldest negro in the state of Georgia, and 
probably the oldest man in the southern 
states, died yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock at the Old Folks’ Colored home. 
He was well known not only in Atlanta, 
but throughout the north and east, and 
had many friends among both white and 
black. By those In the best position 
to know his age was said to be 117. 

He was born in Walhalla, 8. C., and 
moved Sto this state with his master, 
Colonel James M. C. Montgomery, in the 
earliest part of the nineteenth century, 
coming to what is now known ag Fulton 
county, and what was then a great forest 
of trees unrelieved by signs of civiliza- 
tion. The Indians were roaming all over 
the state and frequently in the later days 
of his Hfe Uncle Andy delighted in tell- 
ing stories of these early days and of 
the haraships experienced then. 
Through. the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries he marked the passing years 
and noted with interest all the events of 
tHe times. 

He was a man twenty years of age dur- 
ing the war of 1812, when hig master, 
James M. C. Montgomery, was fighting 
the British and winning the title of colo- 
nel, 

Saw Norcross as a Boy. 

Bome idea of the age of the old man 
mey be gained from the fact that sev- 
eral years before his death, in speaking 
of Atlanta and her people, he said that 
he remembered the time when Jonathan 
Norcross, dead for ten years past and 
9) years old at the time of his death, was 
but a little boy. At that time Andy 
Montgomery was nearing manhood. In 
1842. at the time when hig second niaster, 
H. B. T. Montgomery, the father of W. 
T. Montgomery, married Mary A. 
Broughton, Andy was even then known 
as “Old Uncle Andy,’’ and this name 
stuck to him until his death. 

‘ For years the old man has been sup- 
ported by members of the fire department 
and W. J. Montgomery, the grangson of 
his old master. He lived in a little house 
rear the fire department until very re- 
cently, when. he went to the Colored Old 
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UNCLE ANDY mONTGOMERY, 
Reputed to be 117 years of age’ 
whose death occurred yesterday.

J. Montgomery made arrangements to 
have him taken in at the alms house and 
saw to it that he was provided with a 
room and that he would be comfortable

“Babe, does you think this 
old riegro is going to lose his dignity 
going to a poor house?” was all the 
answer that he could get, and the idea 
was given up in despair. 

Adout fifteen years ago the press as- 
sociation met in Atlanta and old Unde 
Andy was urged to deme to a banquet 
given in their honor. He went and there 
met all the best known men in the news- 
paper world. And during that whole af- 
ternoon he was the center of attraction. 
All the members of the convention gath- 
ered around the centenarian listening to 
his stories of olden days. 

Tried To Lecture. 

In 1898 an effort was made to get Un- 
cle Andy to go north and lecture on old 
Slavery negroes and he learned his lece 
ture and was prepared to go, when sud- 
denly and unexpectedly he refused to take

States for 1902-03 amount to 10,727,559,

Colonel Hester has made his usual in- 
vestigation into the consumption of the 
south and has received reports by mail 
and telegraph from every mill, consum- 
ing cotton in the cotton growing states,

ports and included in port receipts. This 
shows that the mills of the south have 
used up 62,758 bales more than during 
1901-'02 and 379,798 more than during 1900- 
1901. a most remarkable showing in face 
of recent trade conditions supposed to 
have been brought about by the abnor- 
mial difference between values of the 
raw material and the manufactured ar- 
ticle. 

Colonel Hester’s full report will be is- 
sued tomorrow or the day after and will 
contain interesting and valuable facts 
showing the consumption of the south by 
states, the takings and consumption of 
northern mills and the world’s consump- 
tion of American cotton. He will also 
give the crop by states and facts in 
relation to the continuance of the re- 
markable increase im the spindles of 
southern mills. In addition to the totals 
of the crop and southern consumption as 
above, Colonel Hester also gave out the 
actual crop of the state of Texas, which 
amounted to 2,830,625 bales against 2,992,- 
649; of Indian Territory, which amounted 
to 418,453 against 369,894 and of Oklahoma, 
which amounted this year to 186,323, 
against 130,812 last year.

DON’T WANT COURT HOUSE. 


Citizens of Newnan Vote Against 
Proposed Building. 


Newnan, Ga., September 1.—(Special.)— 
{An election was held yesterday to de- 
termine the question of issuing $50,000 of 
county bonds for the purpose of build- 
ing a new court house. The vote was @ 
light one, only 314 votes being polled for 
bonds and 294 against. The vote in favor 
of a bond issue tvas 1,34 short of a two- 
thirds. majority, however, and the propo 
sition was Fejected. When the election 
was ordered the county commissioners 
announced as an alternative proposition, 
that if bonds should be defeated the 
commissioners would raise the amount 
needed by direct taxation. This an- 
nouncement was not received with favor 
by the people, and two publi@ meetings 
heave been held to protest against a di- 
rect tax for this object. Petitions have 
been circulated throughout the county, 
also expressing opposition to the plan 
of levying a special tax. 

The commissioners will hold their reg- 
ular monthly meeting tomorrow, and 
will fix the county tax rate ‘for 190. - In 
view of the light vote, and in deference 
to the protests of the people, it is. be- 
lieved that the commissioners may defer 
the project of building a new court house 
—for the present, at least. The county 
has four and three-quarter millions of 
taxable property, and a special tax on 
this amount, necessary to raise $50,000 
would be $8.50 on the $1,000.

IS DISCOURAGING 


Weather of Past Week Was 
Detrimental to All 
Crops. 


The Climate and Crop Bulletin, issued 
by Section Director J. B. Marbury yester- 
day, is of timely interest and follows: 

Excessively warm and dry weather pre- 
vailed during the past week to the det- 
riment of nearly all crops. Cotton is 
shedding and rusting rapidly, opening pre- 
maturely in some fields, wilting and drop- 
ping squares in portions of Franklin coun- 
ty. Picking has commenced in some mid- 
die and many southern counties, and sev- 
eral bales of the new crop have been 
marketed; boll worms are damaging the 
crop in one or two middle counties; pres- 
ent outlook rather discouraging. I.ate 
corn has been badly damaged by the 
drought, much is badly fired. Pastures 
have failed considerably since last week. 
Potatoes, peas and cane are doing fairly 
well but beginning to show ill effects 
of the drought. For lack of moisture, tur- 
nip seed are not germinating, and some 
fields will have to be reseeded, plants 
that are up making little or no growth. 
Very little plowing for fall seeding done 


during the week, the jand being too hard 


and dry. Fodder pulling has been gen- 
eral, and many farmers have saved their 
entire crop in’ fine condition.
